A THICK smog descended 
on Essex last week, as the 
Yellow Advertiser revealed 
high death rates caused by 
pollution. 

As newspapers featuring 
the front page expose were 
put through residents’ 
doors, photographer Martin 
Dalton captured the smog 
over Thurrock, named by 
the World Health 
Organisation last year as 
the most polluted place in 
England. 

Defra issued a health 
warning about last week’s 
smog, which a spokes¬ 
woman said contained 
“locally generated pollution 
and pollution from the con¬ 
tinent, and a contribution 
from Saharan dust”. 

Pollutants were trapped 
closer to the ground than 
usual because of “high 
pressure and still weather 
conditions”. 

The YA reported last 
week that the number of 
Southend residents killed 
by air pollution every year 
could be even higher than 
previously thought, as new

YA photographer captures alarming extent of air pollution 


research connected toxic 
gases to stroke deaths. 

Government body Public 
Health England already 
attributes 5.3 per cent of 
adult deaths in Southend to 
exposure to PM2.5 parti¬ 
cles, caused by car emis¬ 
sions. 

An average of 128 further 
deaths per year are caused 
by strokes, some of which 
may now be linked to air 
pollution. 

Southend Council does 
not monitor for PM2.5s but 


does monitor nitrogen diox¬ 
ide (N02). The two types of 
pollution are usually found 
together as they are both 
caused by cars. 

Both are potentially dead¬ 
ly to humans. 

N02 levels at a monitor¬ 
ing station on Prince 
Avenue were more than 30 
per cent higher than the EU 
legal limit last year. 

Councils which breach 
EU limits can be forced to 
pay fines, meaning the tax¬ 
payers who suffer as a 


result of the pollution are 
made to pay for the coun¬ 
cil's failure to protect them 
from it. 

Another monitoring sta¬ 
tion on Victoria Avenue was 
higher than the legal limit, 
while a station on London 
Road hit the legal limit last 
year. 

A monitoring station at 
Cuckoo Comer was more 
than 80 per cent higher than 
the legal limit in 2011, but 
experts stopped collecting 
data at the site after that 


reading was recorded.

Plea as two men face 
child prostitution rap 

POLICE have launched a witness appeal 
over alleged child prostitution in Shoehury. 

They have called for victims, or anyone 
with information, to come forward. 

They issued the plea after announcing 
two men had been charged with alleged 
offences including prostituting children, 
possessing indecent images and supplying 
drugs. 

The charges were brought after an 
investigation into a Southend-based 
escort agency called girls4you.com, which 
had been running for 14 years. 

Stephen Castle, 39, a computer 
programmer of Willowfield Square, 
Eastbourne, East Sussex, is charged with 
two counts of controlling child 
prostitution between June 1, 2013, and 
August 31, 2014. 

He is also charged with possessing 
indecent images of teenage girls, 
distributing indecent images, supplying 
mephedrone and possessing mephedrone 
with intent to supply. 

Steven Davis, 53, a car salesman of 
Hinguar Street, Shoeburyness, is charged 
with two counts of arranging or 
facilitating child prostitution between 
June 1, 2013, and August 31, 2014. 

He is also charged with being concerned 
in the supply of mephedrone, possessing 
an indecent image of a teenage girl and 
controlling prostitution for gain. 

Neither man has entered any pleas and 
both will appear at Basildon Magistrates’ 
Court on May 14. 

Police said 14 other people were 
“interviewed by police and cautioned for 
their involvement as drivers”. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“Officers are working closely with 
external charities and experts in 
supporting people in dealing with the 
issues raised by child prostitution. 

“Essex Police would urge anyone who 
has information or has been a victim of 
exploitation to contact the Series and 
Organised Crime Unit.” 

The unit can be reached by dialling 101 
and quoting Operation Cobham.

555111. Police urged anyone who 
required support, but did not wish to 
contact police, to contact the Samaritans 
on 08457 909090.

GREEN-FINGERED Michael 
Dedman intends to say it with flow¬ 
ers to thank Southend Hospital for 
the pioneering treatment he received 
in its stroke unit. 

He said; “There was no time wast¬ 
ed with the treatment I got and peo¬ 
ple were looking after me 24 hours a 
day. I can only speak highly of the 
stroke unit because all staff from all 
levels had professionalism and com¬ 
mitment, which was brilliant.” 

He is opening the beautiful walled 
garden at his Grade II listed home in 
Shoeburyness to raise money for 
Southend University Hospital’s 
acute stroke unit and the Stroke 
Association. 

Michael, a flower expert and for¬ 
mer estate agent, is inviting visitors 
to view the well-established garden 
with its new agapanthus and 
hydrangea beds, which in April is 
ablaze with tulips and fritillaries.

Having reached her, the officer dis¬ 
covered that she had inflicted deep 
wounds to her forearm but he was able 
to stem the bleeding. Without this inter¬ 
vention it is very likely the woman would 
have died. 

Rooftop drama 

PC James Marshall and PC James Ruijs 
saved an injured and vulnerable man from 
a rooftop in Harlow. 

In August 2014, the officers responded 
to the report of a man, seen armed with 
a pair of scissors, on a roof in Harlow 
threatening to take his own life. 

Having got on to the roof and seen that 
the man had inflicted serious wounds to 
his neck, the officers were able to restrain 
him and prevented him from causing any 
further injuries. 

The officers provided first aid until para¬ 
medics arrived. 

It is highly likely that without their inter¬ 
vention the man would have died. 

‘Heart attack’aid 

PC Lionel Bishop, PC Philip Lord, PC 
David Stanley and Andy McPhee gave 
emergency first aid to a man having a 
suspected heart attack at Stansted 
Airport in June 2014. 

Mr McPhee, a customer services man¬ 
ager at the airport, attended to an elderly 
man who had collapsed in the busy main 
terminal building. 

He used a defibrillator and was joined 
shortly by PCs Bishop, Lord and Stanley 
from the airport who started CPR until 
paramedics arrived 15 minutes later. 

The man was taken to hospital in a criti¬ 
cal condition where he later recovered. 

The early medical intervention undoubt¬ 
edly saved him.

Attention should be paid, 
however, to the bushes on the 
south side of the junction that 
currently butt up to the edge of 
the roadway, as at the moment 


they prevent a clear view to 
the south of the BIO 13. 

I got the impression from the 
consultation day that although 
there is a proposal to build 
affordable homes as part of the 
development, this would be 
eliminated if possible. 

There may have been a 
change in the Government's 
percentage requirements on 
this subject but a development 
of this size should not be 
approved that did not include a 
reasonable amount of afford¬ 
able homes as part of the plan. 

We may have a considerable 
number of large and expensive 
homes in Hockley, but I am 
sure most of the people living 
in them would like their fami¬ 
lies to be able to afford to 
remain in the area in future.

A MAN has been jailed for his 
part in a slavery ring operating 
in Essex. 

Gheorge Negreanu, 24, was 
arrested at a bungalow in 
Wycke Hill, Maldon for his 
involvement in trafficking 
women from Romania who 
were then forced into prostitu¬ 
tion. 

He had denied charges of 
intentionally facilitating travel 
of a person with a view to their 
sexual exploitation, managing 
a brothel at the bungalow that 
was used for prostitution and 
controlling prostitution for

gain. But he changed his pleas 
to guilty on the second day of 
his landmark trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Negreanu was sentenced to 
five-and-a-half years imprison¬ 
ment for intentionally facilitat¬ 


ing travel of a person with a 
view to their sexual exploita¬ 
tion, three years in jail for con¬ 
trolling prostitution for gain, to 
run concurrently, and three 
years in jail, to run concurrent¬ 
ly, for managing a brothel.

It was the first case of human 
trafficking that Essex Police 
has taken to court. 

Negreanu, who is unem¬ 
ployed, was arrested on 
October 7, 2014, when police 
were called to an address in 
Wycke Hill, Maldon. 

This formed part of a multi¬ 
agency operation in October 
last year, targeting human traf¬ 
ficking and modem slavery in 
Essex. 

Detective Inspector Lewis 
Basford said: “Modem slavery 
goes beyond just the traffick¬ 
ing of people. 

“It is also about their 
exploitation and, as we have 
seen in this particular case, 
prostitution. 

“These girls were trafficked 
into the UK from Romania 
with one clear objective and 
that was to make money

through sexual exploitation. 

“They were promised a better 
life in the UK with the offer of 
a legitimate job waiting for 
them. 

“The girls were so vulnerable 
and frightened of the conse¬ 
quences that they felt they had 
no choice but to be compliant. 

“Human trafficking is a hid¬ 
den crime which often involves 
a life of suffering for the vic¬ 
tims and huge profits for the 
traffickers. 

“We would like to express 


thanks to the victims who have 
shown great strength and 
courage by coming forward to 
give evidence in this case, 
despite experiencing extreme 
trauma. 

“Equally, we would like to 
thank the Crown Prosecution 
Service and the interpreters 
involved in this case. 

“We are very pleased with the 
result at court and remain com¬ 
mitted to targeting those 
involved in such an abhorrent 
crime.” 

One of Negreanu’s victims, a 
21-year-old student, said: “I 
have been very affected emo¬ 
tionally over the whole inci¬ 
dent. 

“I feel as though I will be 
scarred for life. 

“I have tried to get over what 
took place but I am still work¬ 
ing on it. 

“I have had great support 
from my family and I am sure 
that one day I will be able to 
forgive and forget. 

“I felt relieved when I was 
asked to come back to the UK 
to attend court as I knew that 
justice would be done. 

“I am very happy and 
relieved that he has pleaded 
guilty to all counts. 

“I wished that he had done 
this before the trial though.”

Qa What is the 
key to having a 
good relationship 
with your agent? 

A. Estate agency is 
essentially a people 
business - and as 
such, having a good 
relationship between 
client and agent is 
pretty crucial. 

Nevertheless... starting 
off on the right foot can 
often be difficult. Take a 
not-uncommon 
example: a seller has 
found the ‘perfect 
property’ to buy, and 
wants to sell in a hurry. 

Unfortunately, their 
dream home is right at the top end of their 
budget - and so they need £X from the sale 
of their existing property, when a realistic 
selling price is actually £X minus £50,000. 
Still, the agent wants the property on their 
books, so they agree to take it on. Not a 
good start! 

The point I’m making here is that there is a 
whole world of difference between wants 
and needs. Yes, there have been times 
when the property market was so crazy 
that people could move house every few 
months if they wanted to. But ultimately, 
that’s not good for anyone. 

Far better if people move house when they 
actually need to. That way, they put their 
existing property on the market at more or 


less the right asking 
price, agree a sale - and 
then cut their buying 
cloth accordingly. With 
such sales, fall-throughs 
tend to be rare, because 
the seller is genuinely 
committed to moving 
house, rather than just 
being on the market “to 
see what happens.” As a 
result, conversations 
between client and agent 
tend to be positive ones 
about how best to make 
the sale happen. 

Of course, once a sale 
has been agreed, 
effective communication 
between agent and 
solicitor also comes into 
play. Good agents, for 
example, don’t waste the solicitor’s time 
with spurious calls and insufficient 
information - but they do communicate! 
Over the years, one of my biggest bugbears 
has been the agent further along the sales 
chain telling me “not to worry, it’s all going 
fine” - when in fact they don’t have a clue 
what is going on, because they don’t 
communicate meaningfully with any of the 
parties involved. All too often, sales can 
founder due to this kind of lack of 
transparency in chains. 

So, all in all, the keys to having a good 
relationship with your agent (and vice versa) 
are trust and communication. Get that right 
from Day 1 and there’s every likelihood of a 
successful (and relatively stress-free) 
outcome.

Landlord Question 

I used to be a Landlord many years aso and used to keep 
the tenants deposit do I really have to resister my deposit 
nowadays? 

Think Property Answer 

Government approved deposit protection schemes have been around since 2007 
but despite this some landlords still believe it’s adequate to bank their tenants’ 
deposits and not bother with one of the three official schemes. 

But the Housins Act 2004, which introduced the tenant deposit lesislation, is clear 
about the penalties should a landlord fail to comply with the resulations. 

These rules state that a landlord lettins out a property usins an Assured Shorthold 
Tenancy must put the money into (or insure the deposit via) one of the three 
accredited schemes within 30 days of receivins the cash from the tenant. 

Of course there is no tenant deposit police keepins an eye on this system but, 
instead, matters will unravel if a tenant suspects his or her landlord hasn’t lodsed 
their deposit with a scheme. Tenants can easily find this out online via each of the 
three deposit schemes’ websites and if their landlord still won’t put the money 
into a scheme, they are entitled to so to court. 

At this point most landlords then quickly so on the straisht and narrow and ‘set 
official’ but for those who don’t an automatic fine totallins three times the orisinal 
deposit awaits. 

Many landlords who don’t use the deposit schemes believe it will ‘never happen 
to them’ but the official fisures on deposits reveal how common deposit disputes 
are. These most recent research reveals that approximately 30 percent of all 
deposits are contested in some shape or form and consequently only returned in 
part or not at all.

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How have friends 
been able to buy 
so many homes? 




A ttending a party at a friend’s house 
I was again reminded of how many of 
them own seoond and third properties 
whioh they let out. 

We all know people with investment prop¬ 
erties and at times it seems everybody has 
at least one, whether they are high-flying 
exeoutives or more humbly employed. 

It’s the talk of the town and my friends rel¬ 
ish using their new buzzwords oommenting 
oonfidently on “yields” and “oapital growth” 
while disoussing their next aoquisition. 

So, what has happened that allows non¬ 
property people to own more than one 
home? Bearing in mind we live in a sooiety 
where owning one home would be a severe 
finanoial ohallenge. 

The almost non-existent breed of first-time 
buyers oan barely qualify finanoially to buy 
any type of home at all while their parents 
and grandparents are running around buying 
small portfolios. 

The answer may lie in the age old art of 
“getting one’s timing right”. 

The young house hunters today faoe a 
market where even starter homes are gen¬ 
erally six times their annual salaries, whereas 
in the 1970s and 80s it was normal to buy a 
plaoe only two times your earnings. 


The 70s and 80s allowed people to buy a 
home and realistioally still afford to live. 

There were very few rental properties to be 
had and sooiety looked snobbishly down¬ 
wards at people who did rent. 

You bought and owned your own home, 
end of story. 

Cue the boom and bust years of the 
1980s and suddenly people were making 
thousands per month on the value of their 
home, re-mortgaging and buying boats and 
oars and enjoying fabulous holidays. 

The wine industry said thank you very 
muoh and Rolex and Porsohe oouldn’t 
believe their luok. 

The bust would always follow a boom and 
people lost their homes to repossessions by 
banks who were lending anybody almost 
any amount of mortgage money irrespeotive 
of their earnings. 

Self-oertifioated mortgages at the time 
allowed for buyers to tell the bank how 
muoh they earned with little proof of inoome 
and the banks would lend. 

Stratospherioally poor lending by the 
banks left them eventually hoisted by their 
own petards as the market oollapsed and 
they ended up owning hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of overpriced homes. 


The banks dumped these on 
the market at 30 per cent of their 
loans or less and the early buy- 
to-let clan snapped them up. 

The market returned and 
those that held on regained 
their vast pots of equity and 
then Maggie Thatcher came up 
with a new type of rental agree¬ 
ment. 

An assured shorthold tenancy 
meant that for the first time you 
could buy a property, rent it out 
and regain vacant possession 
with two months’ notice. This 
was ground-breaking as most tenancies 
were previously for life. 

But what about levels of rent that had 
notoriously been low since the 1920s? The 
government announced it would set a level 
of “housing benefit rent” it would be pre¬ 
pared to pay to people who otherwise 
would need a council house. 

This announcement was expected to con¬ 
tinue the low rent levels we had become 
accustomed to but, hey presto, it trebled 
the level of rent overnight. So now the boats 
and cars were dropped in favour of buying 
flats to rent out. 







The rent paid the mortgage and left a prof¬ 
it every month which was music to the ears 
of the 50s and 60s-born generations who, 
armed with their equity, rushed out to buy 
properties to let. The clamour pushed the 
prices up and another boom occurred 
reducing the return on the investment. 

So what next? Buying-to-let is still a sensi¬ 
ble investment but must be considered as a 
15 to 20-year plan. 

Young adults now stay at home with their 
parents into their early thirties so a second 
home just might be a method of moving 
them on.

^uses flamenco, Latin, ballroom 
■hip-hop and street in Explosion

A t the age of 22, Jay Markwick, is believed to be 
the youngest person ever to have ohoreographed, 
styled, produoed, direoted and starred in a perfor- 
manoe that will make London's West End on its first UK 
tour. 

The former Essex resident, who moved to Spain with 
his family when he was eight, set himself a goal at the 
age of 14 to have his own danoe oompany within 10 
years and tour Asia. 

It took the hot-footed star just six years to aohieve his 
goal with Compania de Flemenoo JM being launohed in 
2012 and his first produotion. Explosion, hitting the 
stage that Deoember before embarking on a tour 
aoross Spain. 

So, where did it all begin? In Thurrook, when he was 
initially more interested in football than danoing. 

Jay, who was born at Orsett Hospital, grew up in 
Stanford-le-Hope and went to Arthur Bugler Sohool in 
the town. He said: "I used to play football with 
Corringham Cosmos. My sister used to do danoing in 
the same sports arena and when I finished I watohed 
the rest of my sister's olass. 

"When we got home my sister would praotise ball¬ 
room and Latin and I started oorreoting them. The 
teachers got me up one day and I was doing waltzes 
around the room." 

When Jay moved to Spain with his mum, dad and sis¬ 
ter he was faced with not only a language barrier, but 
also a lack of ballroom, which marked another change 
in his future. 

"First it was different," adds Jay. "I went to a public 
Spanish school and didn't understand a word they were 
saying, but I did pick it up. When I came to Spain there 
wasn't any ballroom so I started doing boys’ flamenco 
classes." 

At the age of 17, Jay became a professional dancer 
with the Ballet de Murcia - the first time a British dancer 
has done so - and he was only 18 when he undertook 
an international tour of Jordan and a month-long tour in 
China. 


By the time he was 19 he was ready to show the 
world his confidence and bravery, so he left the Ballet 
de Murcia, knowing that no one is ever permitted to 
return once they leave. However, following the concep¬ 
tion of his own dance company. Jay's outstanding tal¬ 
ent resulted in an invitation, the first in history, to return. 

Jay is back in the UK with the first leg of his Explosion 
tour, which is at Basildon's Towngate Theatre on 
Monday, April 20. • Turn to page 38

CHILD 44 (15,137 mins) 

A dapted from the first 
novel of Tom Rob 
Smith's award-winning 
trilogy. Child 44 is a dense 
crime thriller steeped in the 
suspicion and paranoia of the 
Stalin-era Soviet Union. 

Screenwriter Richard Price 
faces an uphill battle - one 
he doesn't always win - to 
condense more than 400 
pages of political intrigue 
and sinewy subplots into a 
free-flowing narrative that 
won't distract audiences 
from their popcorn. 

He succeeds in fits and 
spurts, aided by Swedish 
director Daniel Espinosa, who 
energised the Denzel 
Washington and Ryan 
Reynolds thriller Safe House, 
and performs some of the 
same magic here in propul¬ 
sive action sequences. 

Espinosa flexes his mus¬ 
cles in compelling early 
scenes, recreating a key 
moment in the Battle of 
Berlin in 1945, when Soviets 
raised their flag over the 
Reichstag building. 

War-hardened soldier Leo 
Demidov (Tom Hardy) is the 
man wielding the standard, 
cheered on by best friend 
Alexei Andreyev (Fares 


Fares), while cowardly com¬ 
rade Vasili Nikitin (Joel 
Kinnaman) watches envi¬ 
ously from the sidelines. 

Fast-forward eight years 
and these three men are 
working side by side as 
Moscow's secret police 
under the aegis of Major 
Kuzmin (Vincent Cassel). 

Alexei's young son dies on 
the train tracks in suspicious 
circumstances and the 
grieving father becomes 
convinced that a murderer is 
on the loose. 

When Leo investigates, 
Kuzmin shoots him down: 
"Stalin tells us murder is 
strictly a capitalist disease." 

Soon after, Leo's wife 
Raisa (Noomi Rapace) is 
branded a traitor but the 
policeman refuses to disown 
her. 

"You should have given 
me up - that's what wives 
are for," she coldly informs 
him, before they are ban¬ 
ished to the bleak industrial 
town of Voualsk. 

Leo is determined to 
unmask the boy's murderer 
and joins forces with local law¬ 
maker General Nesterov (Gary 
Oldman) to disprove Stalin's 
assertion that there can be no 
murder in paradise. 

Meanwhile, the unlikely cul¬ 


prit, a factory worker called 
Vladimir (Paddy Considine), 
hunts more unsuspecting vic¬ 
tims with impunity. 

Based on the real life case 
of Andrei Chikatilo, the so- 
called Butcher of Rostov, 
who was sentenced to 
death for 52 murders. Child 
44 is a slow burn that gets 
bogged down in exposition. 

Some of the cast are more 
comfortable than others with 
the thick Russian accents, 
including a couple of notice¬ 
able wobbles. 

Hardy is a typically brooding 
and emotionally conflicted 
central figure, who is forced 
to address his own transgres¬ 
sions when murderer Vladimir 
scolds: "Hero, monster - we 
are both killers, you and I." 

The bitter rivalry with 
Kinnaman's backstabbing 
compatriot is sketched in 
broad strokes, while 
Rapace's love interest feels 
slightly undernourished too, 
although she relishes one 
pivotal scene in which Raisa 
laments the lack of free will 
afforded her sex. 

Espinosa sustains tension, 
despite occasional dramatic 
detours that prolong the 
running time.

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A Panda to mix it off the beaten track

THE Panda Cross may sound like an animal 
you don’t want to mess with - but Fiat make 
this bulked up bear a pleasure to spend 
some time with. 

Based on the existing Panda 4x4, the 
Cross is aimed at the small sport utility vehi¬ 
cle sector and those looking for individuality. 

They will not be disappointed as an in- 
your-face new bumper and a silver-finished 
skidplate with two red tow hooks greet you 
at the front end. 

The headlights are framed with matte 
black surrounds and the fog lights should 
really be called frog lights as they look like 
the eyes of our amphibious friends. There 
are also LED daytime running lights situated 
out of harm’s way in special recesses. 

Natty silver roof bars and side strips with 
the Cross log, plus a chrome exhaust pipe 
complete the job of making this car stand 
out from the crowd. 

The aggressive exterior leaves no doubt 
that Fiat has equipped this motor for life off¬ 
road with a raised ride height aided by pro¬ 
tection fitted to the underside and side of 
the car and some good-looking 15-inch 
alloys which come with all-season mud and 
snow tyres. 

There’s also all-wheel drive and an all ter¬ 
rain selector switch with three modes - 
Auto, Off-road and Hill Descent Control. 

When driven in normal on-road conditions 
in Auto, 98 per cent of the power goes to 


the front wheels, but the system automati¬ 
cally switches to 4x4 if there is a major loss 
of grip. Off-road switches to permanent all¬ 
wheel drive while Hill Descent automatically 
slows the Cross to a crawl on steep drops. 

In terms of normal family use it makes the 
Cross ideal for coping easily with muddy 
fields next to school football matches or get¬ 
ting across camp sites in the rain - although 
most owners will be unlikely to put its mud¬ 
plugging credentials to the test. 

Step inside the car and Fiat has similarly 
created something worth looking at with 
nice touches like a copper-coloured dash¬ 
board and silver surrounds on the instru¬ 
ment panels. 


Lots of goodies are included such as an 
enthusiastic automatic climate control, 
Bluetooth connectivity, a radio/CD system 
with MP3 player linked to six speakers and a 
leather steering wheel containing controls to 
operate the stereo and your mobile phone. 

There are also powered and heated door 
mirrors plus a tyre pressure monitoring sys¬ 
tem. 

Optional extras include rear parking sen¬ 
sors and a winter pack featuring a heated 
windscreen and heated front seats. 

It is relatively easy to get a comfortable dri¬ 
ving position, thanks to height adjustable 
steering wheel and seat. 

Safety features are extensive with a host of 


electronic aids designed to help keep you 
out of harm and airbags if the worst hap¬ 
pens - although side airbags are a £200 
option. 

Power is provided by two engines - a 1.3- 
litre MultiJet diesel turbo and the 0.9-litre 
90bhp TwinAir petrol turbo under the bonnet 
of the car I drove. The two-cylinder petrol 
version is linked to a reasonably slick six- 
speed automatic transmission which trans¬ 
lates to on-road performance that is nippy 
despite the pedestrian-sounding 0-62mph 
time of 12 seconds. It is also reasonably 
economical to run. 

The steering is light but informative while, 
barring a touch of roll when pushed hard in 
corners, it handles efficiently. So if you want 
a good looking small SUV with the capability 
of mixing it off the beaten track, then the 
Panda Cross is one for the shortlist.

A NEW world speed record for driving a 
tractor on ice has been set by rally driver 
Juha Kankkunen who clocked up more than 
SOmph in a seven-ton Valtra tractor shod 
with Nokian winter tyres. 

The rally ace managed to record an official 
80.88mph (130.165km/h) on a special track 
at an airfield near Rovaniemi in Finland. 

The Valtra T234 tractor used in the record 
breaking run was fitted with Nokian 
Hakkapeliitta TRI tyres - the first winter tyre 
developed specifically for tractors. 

“I have done top speed tests earlier with 
several cars,” said Kankkunen. “This was 
the first time with a tractor, and we immedi¬ 
ately got a world record. The tyres and trac¬ 
tor worked really well, even though the 
weather was challenging.” 

Nokian, which is based in the city of Nokia 
in Finland, lays claim to having created the 
first winter tyre for cars back in 1936 and it 
introduced its ultra-grippy tread pattern for 
use on tractor tyres more than 10 years 
ago. 


Tero Saari, the project manager in charge 
of research and development for Nokian 
Tyres, said: “Testing at the extremes is at the 
core of activities and it requires unique skill. 

“We wanted to show the true performance 
of the new Nokian Hakkapeliitta TRI. It is 
quite a remarkable sight when you see a 
7.7-ton machine flying past at more than 
130 km/h with a quadruple World Rally 
Champion behind the wheel. When a tractor 
is driven that fast on a winter road, it 
requires great grip, stability and handling 
properties.” 

In 2013 Nokian achieved a world record 
for the fastest car on ice when test driver 
Janne Laitinen drove at a speed of 
208.602mph (335.713km/h) in an Audi RS6 
on the ice of the Gulf of Bothnia. 

The Guinness World Records organisation 
defines specific rules for the world record for 
fastest tractor. The time for the tractor to 
travel through the 50-metre speed trap is 
measured in both directions. 

The world record is an average of these 
two measurements and on its record break¬ 
ing run the tractor took a flying start.

MARXSMAN Barry Corr grabbed 
his 15th goal of the season to earn 
Southend United a priceless victo¬ 
ry over struggling Tranmere Rovers 
at Roots Hall. 

Following a maximum haul of six 
points from tricky Easter fixtures 
with Mansfield Town and Hartlepool 
United, Blues fans arrived at Roots 
Hall believing automatic promotion 
was within their grasp - particularly 
as both Wycombe Wanderers and 
Bury had uncharacteristically slipped 
over the bank holiday period.

Nottingham Forest loanee 
Stephen McLaughlin’s deep centre 
eluded keeper Owain Fon-Williams, 
but was scrambled away before 
Blues could capitalise on the chance. 

But the home side weren’t yet 
functioning. Bentley was forced into 
another save, this time denying 
Holmes low to his left. 

But shaky Blues weathered the 
Rovers storm, and against the run 
of play grabbed the lead. Leading 
scorer Corr reacted quickest, 
expertly turning in Will Atkinson’s

At the other end, Bentley did well 
to turn over Jennison Myrie- 
Williams’s dipping comer as Tran¬ 
mere looked for a foothold. 

In the final stages substitute Joe 
Pigott should have done better, fir¬ 
ing tamely at Fon-Williams after 
finding some room in the box, 
while Blues had a mighty let-off 
when Gary Deegan’s poor clear¬ 
ance rebounded off Rory Donnelly 
but dropped over the bar. 


After the game, a delighted Phil 
Brown said: “Three in three and 
three clean sheets, it’s coming right 
at the right time. 

“A lot of people think the play¬ 
offs are secured, but not for me. 
With five to go we’ve still got plen¬ 
ty to play for. 

“The attitude and mentality of the 
group is personified by one or two 
individuals out there, the clean 
sheet mentality that we’ve got at 
the moment is first class.” 

He continued: “I think the way 
we’ve performed today is admirable. 
There’s a lot of teams now coming to 
try and frustrate by playing tln-ee 
centre backs and five in midfield. 

“One or two have shown that 
they’re prepared to die for the 
cause, put their bodies on the line, 
grab the shirt and keep hold of it.” 

On record-equalling keeper Bent¬ 
ley, Brown said: “Ten clean sheets is 
phenomenal. Dan’s a driven indi¬ 
vidual, he’s motivated, and he’s cer¬ 
tainly an intelligent lad. 

“It’s a great year for him and the 
longer we can keep hold of him the 
better.” 


Midfielder Gary Deegan said:
